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A letter from B. Frank Greaves 
of Los Angeles brings more informa­ 
tion concerning the doubtful rela­ 
tionships of the road-runncr and the 
rattlesnake. 
To quote from part of 
Mr. Greaves' letter, "Your very in­ 
teresting comments on our intriguing 
and too-rare companion of the road­ 
side stirred the tyro-naturalist in me, 
and I am delighted 
that 
chance 
placed in my hands last Friday's, 
(October 23, 1936) copy of 
The 
Desert Sun. 
It so happened that, 
in the June, 1936, number of 
the 
National Geographic Magazine, is re­ 
produced a photograph of a road­ 
runner with a 15-inch rattler half­ 
way down its gullet. 


I immediately consulted 
the 
June, 1936, issue of the Nation­ 
al Geographic and found 
on 
page 805 a photograph of 
a 
road-runner with the tail of 
a 
rattlesnake protruding from 
its 
bill. The caption 
under the 
photograph is: “Evidence That 
a Road-runner May Eat a Rat­ 
tler!” 
The copy under the 
photograph relates, “Early one 
spring a farmer, J. C. Carraway, 
of Robstown, Texas, was walk­ 
ing in the mesquite brush with 
some of his dogs when he came 
upon this bird devouring a 
snake. His dogs killed the road­ 
runner which, being encumber­ 
ed, was unable to run 
or 
fly 
away. 
T he reptile was about 
fifteen inches long.” 


O ne must examine evidence of 
this kind very carefully or he 
is 
liable to jump to conclusions 
that 
may be true but arc not necessarily 
proved. 
Our problem of the rela­ 
tionship of the roadrunncr and rat­ 
tlesnake is: 
Does the road-runncr 
attack, kill and eat 
small 
rattle­ 
snakes? 
It is around that question 
that the many stories we hear are 
plotted. 
The evidence we have at 
hand is: a photograph of a 
dead 
road-runner with 
a half-swallowed 
rattlesnake in its gullet; the photo­ 
graph is credited to a Mr. F. W . 
Hoepfner; the circumstances in con­ 
nection with facts were related in 
the first paragraph; the photograph 
and the copy is published in the Na- 
clonal G e o g ra p h ic w h ic h 
g o e s 
to 
great care and expense in verifying 
copy published in it, so we may safe­ 
ly assume that the facts as stated arc 
correct. 


But you will recall that our 
problem is divided into three 
parts and the evidence here 
mentioned applies directly to 
only the last part. The caption 
under the photograph is: “Evi­ 
dence That a Road-runncr May 
Eat a Rattler!” 
In this case it 
is not known if the road-runner 
attacked and killed 
the rattle­ 
snake before attempting to swal­ 
low it. 
The snake might have 
met its end or have been se­ 
riously crippled by some other 
agency. 


But on page 813 of the same is­ 
sue the author, Mr. Alexander W et- 
more, 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
the 
Smithsonian Institution writes: 
"It 
is to be feared that these stories are 
more intriguing than true, though 
it is certain that the road-runner will 
kill and eat small snakes 
of 
any 
kind." 


O n page 812 is an interesting 
photograph of two young road- 
runners in the act of swallow­ 
ing lizards. 
The lizards have 
disappeared except for the long 
tails. 
Young road-runners are 
noisy birds but these two are in 
the embarrassing situation of en­ 
joying a delicious meal but are 
unable to talk about it. 
Copy 
under this photograph relates: 
“Such reptilian dinner may be 
10 to 12 inches long and dis­ 
appears at the rate of about an 
inch every two minutes. 
The 
creatures are eaten head first, 
so that they slip down easily 
and their scales prevent them 
from backing out. 
A well-bal­ 
anced diet for a 
road-ru.mer 
may include, in addition to liz­ 
ards, crickets, beetles, caterpil­ 
lars, and even small snakes. 
Included in the article is the fol­ 
lowing account of the nest of the 
road-runner: "The nest of the road­ 
runner is built of sticks with a lin­ 
ing of feathers, snakeskin, bark, and 
other soft materials. 
It is placed in 
bushes or low trees, sometimes in 
cactus plants. 
It holds usually trom 
four to nine white or buffy • white 
eggs, but as many as twelve 
have 
been found in one nest.’’

"Do the people of Palm Springs W ant to Incorporate the Vil­ 
lage?” 
This question was raised at the meeting of the Chamber ot 
Commerce Tuesday evening by W arren B. Pinney. 
"Do we want to call a public meeting to discuss this matter?" 
asked Mr. Pinney, whereupon the group decided to hold a public 
mass meeting in the school auditorium next Thursday evening, No­ 
vember 19, at 8 o’clock. 
Every property owner and citizen of Palm Springs is urged to 
attend, because this is a vital matter and should be thoroughly con­ 
sidered by all concerned, it was pointed out. 
The question was discussed Tuesday evening by Dr. Henry 
Hoagland, Chuck Morrison, Earl Coffman, W arren Pinney and George 
Roberson. 
All agreed that the matter should be settled now at a 
public mass meeting, for if it is decided to bring the matter to a vote 
of the people, all preliminary arrangements can be disposed of and 
the election held within a few months when most of the property 
owners are here. 
The meeting next Thursday evening is not a Chamber of Com­ 
merce meeting, it is a PUBLIC mass meeting, the Chamber as an or­ 
ganization only taking the initiative in calling the meeting. 
Incorporation has been discussed here lor several years. 
Last 
January a group of community leaders employed Attorney Guy Pinney 
to study all the legal phases as applied to the local situation, and he 
made a detailed report, which was published in the February 14 
issue of The Desert Sun, and is again printed on pages 9 and 10 of 
today's issue, for the general information of the public. 
Among the many questions raised while incorporation has been 
under discussion, have been these: 
„ 
Can part of the Indian reservation be taken into the city, or suf­ 
ficient parts of the reservation to connect various parts of the pro­ 
posed city? 
' 
W i l l JPaJm S p r i n g s c o n t i n u e to h a v e a l*c»/icc P r o te c tio n D is tric t, 
Fire Protection District, and Sanitary District, each of which now has 
its own governing board, and each of which now extends into areas 
which may not be included in the incorporated area? 
If these districts remain as now constituted, would there be dupli­ 
cation in city government? 
All of these questions arc answered by Attorney Pinney in his 
report published in today's Desert Sun. 
Palm Springs can become an incorporated city within three 
months if it is the wish of the majority of the voters, according to 
Mr. Pinney, in which ease the election can be held early in February. 
The first step in the matter of incorporation must be the secur­ 
ing of signatures of 25 per cent of property owners, owning 25 per 
cent of the value of the property, registered voters residing in the 
area to be incorporated, on a petition to be presented to the county 
board of supervisors.

Resume of Incorporation 
Laws 


Name. 
City of Palm Springs. 
It 
will be officially a city, and the words 
•'The City of” are usually considered 
a part of the nam e. 
It will be a city 
o f sixth class—incorporated towns or 
villages as such being no longer rec­ 
ognized. 
Officers—The governm ent of such 
c ity shall be vested in

A City Council of five mem- 


City Clerk. 
City Treasurer.

Such subordinate officers or 
employes as may be provided for. 


The City Councilmen, 
Clerk and 
T reasu rer are elected for four years 
a t a general m unicipal election. 
Such election sh all be held on th e 
second Monday in April in each even­ 
ly-numbered year. 
Except th at a fte r tile first regular 
election the two councilm en receiving 
th e highest vote shall serve four years 
and the other th ree shall serve two 
years, so th at the council becomes a 
continuously existing body, two m em ­ 
bers being elected a t one election and ¡ 
th ree at the next. 


One Election for All 


The first councilmen, clerk and 
treasurer are voted upon at the 
incorpolration election, and serve 
only until the next general elec­ 
tion, which in th e present case 
would be the second Monday of 
next April, if the incorporation 
election is held before th at time. 
T he preliminary proceeding neces­ 
sary before an election can 
be 
held will probably requilre more 
than three months for their ac­ 
complishment. 


The officers m entioned are nom inat­ 
e d by petition in accordance with the 
general election law s, with which you 
a re already fam iliar. 
A ll c o u n c il m e n , t l i e C ity C ler k a n d 
C ity T reasurer m ust be residents and 
electors and have resided in the city 
o r proposed city fo r one y ear next 
preceding the date of their election. 
Councilmen serve without com pensa­ 
tion unless by special election com ­ 
pensation is voted fo r m em bers elect­ 
ed thereafter. 
T he Clerk and T reasu rer receive 
such pay as is fixed by ordinance, and 
each may appoint deputies who shall 
receive such pay as is provided by 
th e council. 


Police and Court 


The Council shall appoint a City 
Attorney, 
a 
Superintendent 
of 
streets, a Civil Engineer, a Court 
Clerk and such o th er subordinate 
offlcelrs or employes as it 
may 
consider necessary, and shall 
fix 
their compensation from time to 
time by resolution or ordinance. 


The City Clerk is th e accounting of­ 
ficer of the city, keeps its records, cor­ 
p o rate seal, etc., and is City Assessor. 
T he T reasurer keeps the funds of 
th e City and is the tax and license 
collector. 
T he Council may provide by ordin­ 
ance for the assessm ent and collection 
of taxes by the County under general 
law s, to m eet the budget adopted by 
th e Council, at a cost of about 'A of 
1% of taxes collected. 
T he other officers of the city shall 
perform such duties as is indicated 
generally by their titles, th eir speci­ 
fic duties being prescribed by law and 
by resolutions and ordinances of the 
Council. 


Mayor and Council 


The mayor is not elected as 
such but is chosen by the Coun­ 
cil. He is the presiding officer at 
all meetings when present, and 
m ay make and second motions, 
present and discuss matters, and 
vote, blit does not have the veto 
power. 


The Council can pass ordinances not 
in conflict with the C onstitution and 
law s of the State or of the United 
S tates. 
Can acquire property, real o r per­ 
sonal, necessary or proper for muni­ 
cipal purposes; 
Contract for water supply; 
E stablish and m aintain parks, play­ 
grounds 
streets 
and 
alleys, 
side­ 
walks, curbs and g u tte rs and plant 
and cultivate trees In parks, streets 
and public areas; 


C onstruct 
sewers, 
purchase 
and 
m aintain fire equipm ent; 
Levy and collect: 
Poll tax, 
dog 
lax, property taxes and license fees 
for revenue and regulation; 
Own public buildings and libraries, 
hospitals, bus lines, museums, gym­ 
nasium s, parks, and baths, and grant 
franchises tor public utilities; 
A ssess fines, imprison law breakers 
and put prisoners to work on public 
streets and property; 


Powers of Council 


E stablish and m aintain lire limits, 
and regulate building and construction 
and removal of buildings within the 
m unicipality; 
P ass 
building 
ordinances, 
which 
may provide for the abatem ent, de­ 
struction or removal of unsightly or 
partially destroyed buildings; 


Regulate the exhibition, posting 
or cartrying of banners, placards, 
posters, cards, pictures, signs or 
advertisem ents in or on the street, 
or on or upon buildings, fences, 
billboards or other structures; 


Remove or compel the removal of 
weeds and other debris from private 
property: 
Expend nol to exceed five per cent 
of the property tax levy for music- and 
prom otion; 
Apply available funds to provide em­ 
ployment for destitute or needy un­ 
employed residents: 
D eclare what constitutes a nuisance 
and provide for its abatem ent, and do 
any and all other acts and things nec­ 
essary or proper to carry out the pro­ 
visions of the municipal corporation 
act. 


Council Meetings 
The City Council shall hold regular 
m eetings at least once a m onth and 
special m eetings may he called at any 
time by the m ayor or three council- 
men and held after three hours no­ 
tice. 
O rdinances, where ordinances 
are 
required can be passed only a t reg­ 
ular o r adjourned regular meetings. 


Garbage disposal by cities 
is 
controlled by Act 2727 of the Gen­ 
eral 
Laws, which provides 
the 
procedulre f o r g r a n t i n g franchises * 
to garbage collectors but in 
the 
case of Palm Springs the Sani­ 
tary District would probably care 
for the garbage disposal as well 
as for the construction of sewers 
and disposal of sewage. 


Zoning ordinances m ay be passed 
under the General Laws the sam e as 
by cities of other classes. 
The M attoon Act insofar as it ap­ 
plies to new projects has been re­ 
pealed. 
The maximum property tax 
rate, 
without the assent of two-thirds of the 
qualified electors voting at an election 
called for that purpose is one dollar 
on each one hundred dollars. This is 
exclusive of poll tax, dog lax, license 
fees and tines, and also exclusive of 
taxes levied for the payment of prin­ 
cipal and interest upon bonds; and 
exclusive of taxes for the fire and po­ 
lice districts, and sanitary district. 
In general 
the levying, collecting 
and the lien for taxes and the penal­ 
ties and sales for delinquencies as are 
provided for in the General Laws ap­ 
ply to cities of the sixth class. 


Improvement Acts 


Generally the special im provem ent 
acts apply to cities of the sixth class, 
such as: 
Act of 1885: 
(Vrooman A ct). 
Act of 1889. 
Act of 1901. 
Act of 1903 (form ation of districts). 
Act of 1911 (street 
im provem ent 
bonds). 
Street Lighting 
and 
lighting 
dis­ 
tricts acts. 
There are sim ilar Acts for Counties 
so the statu s is changed but little by 
incorporation. 


Though the incorporated 
area 
will be within the territory includ­ 
ed within the present Police Pro­ 
tection District, the 
City 
must 
have a police department, whether 
dr not 'the Police Protection Dis­ 
trict is dissolved, for the office of 
Chief of Police is part of the city 
government, and is a necessary of­ 
ficial for the enforcement of city 
ordinances and orders of the City 
Council. 


Police Powers 


In this connection it may be stated 
th a t the city council can pass ordin­ 
ances defining m isdem eanors and pre­ 
scribing 
penalties, 
probably not in­ 
cluded in county ordinances or state 
laws, and such ordinances 
and 
the 
general law s of the state and county 


as well, can probably be more effi­ 
ciently enforced by the c ity police de­ 
partm ent than by the officers of the 
Police Protection D istrict o r than by 
the Sheriff’s office of th e County. 


It seems that thdre is also a 
like necessity for a city court, for 
it is provided that a city judge is 
part of the government of the city. 
The 
jurisdiction 
of 
such 
city 
court and the practice and 
pro­ 
ceedings therein shall be the same 
as is provided foir 
in 
justice’s 
courts generally except in 
jus­ 
tice’s courts of Class A, such as 
Glendale and larger cities else­ 
where. 


There in also a provision for the 
commission form of governm ent and 
also for a city m anager type, but 1 am 
informed that such m ethods of gov­ 
ernm ent are more expensive than that 
of the city council type and probably 
too costly for cities of the sixth class; 
though if any sixth class city within 
the state can afford such a method or 
m ethods of governm ent, surely Palm 
Springs can, if the added efficiency, if 
any, justifies the supposed added ex­ 
pense. 


Indian Reservation Lands 


The 
Municipal 
C orporation 
Bill 
specifies that the boundaries fixed by 
the Board of Supervisors shall be the 
corporate lim its of 
the 
city 
until 
changed by annexation or withdrawal 
of territory, and the provision for ex­ 
cepting parcels of land w ithin such 
lim its was not included in th e Amend­ 
ment of 1933 so it would seem that 
the exterior boundaries of a proposed 
city could include as m uch territory, 
sub-divided or unsubdivided, as would 
not 
preclude th e obtaining of 
the 
requisite num ber of signatures to the 
petition for incorporation, and there­ 
fore sections Tw enty-three and Twen­ 
ty-seven and the intervening and ad­ 
jacent sections of Indian Reservation 
lands which m ight be included with­ 
in the proposed boundaries. 


Whether the reservation lands 
would have to be excluded be­ 
cause 
of 
their 
peculiar 
legal 
status with respect to the juris­ 
diction 
and 
administration 
of 
local and ^tate laws is doubtful. 
T h e 
description 
of 
the 
exterior 
boundaries so as to include th e patent­ 
ed lands and exclude the reservation 
lands would raise some legal ques 
tions which have not yet been ade­ 
quately answ ered by the 
appellate 
courts of this state. 
The only requirem ent for original 
incorporation with respect to the ter­ 
ritory to be included is th a t th e boun­ 
daries shall be contiguous. 
Ordinarily 
this would result in the included area 
being In one body. 
W hether two par­ 
cels of land in different sections which 
m erely touch at corners m ay be con 
sidered to be In one body is problem a­ 
tical. 


Contiguous Territory 


The laws governing the annexation 
of territory to an already existing city 
require that the territory proposed to 
he annexed shall be contiguous to the 
city, and there is a conflict in the 
opinions of the courts as to w hat con­ 
stitutes contiguity, some c o u rts hold­ 
ing th at m ere 
touching a t 
corners 
m akes the parcels contiguous while 
others require th at there m u st be a 
common boundary line for som e appre­ 
ciable distance. 
There lias been no definite decision 
by the appellate courts of th is state, 
though the Superior Court 
of River­ 
side County has recently held that 
parcels which m erely touch a t corn­ 
ers are not contiguous, and I ain of 
the opinion th at the district attorney 
¡of the county would advise th e Board ¡ 
of Supervisors th at the territo ry in 
one diagonal section could no t be an-1 
nexed to a city in an adjoining diag­ 
onal section. 
So 
if Sections 
T w enty-three and 
Twenty-seven cannot be included in 
the original incorporation it is prob­ 
ably m ore likely th a t they can n o t be 
annexed later so long as the situation 
created by the reservation lands re­ 
mains as it is a t present. 
However, there is a more determ in­ 
ing factor, which is the im possibility 
of laying out streets and roads con­ 
cerning different sections of th e city 
separated except a t the corners, by 
th e reservation lands, and it is my 
opinion that' until there is a g ran t in 
fee or at least a sufficient rig h t of 
way o r perpetual easem ent for a road 
or street across the reservation lands 
with underground rights for sewers.; 
etc., or until the reservation lands are 
allotted or become private lands so 
th at such rights m ay be acquired by 
the 
city,

This has been interpreted by 
the Attorney General to mean that 
at least twenty-five percent of the 
holders of title- or evidence of 
title of all of the lands within 
the proposed area must sign the 
petition and such owners so sign­ 
ing must represent the holders of 
title or evidence of title of at 
least twenty-five percent of the 
assessed value of lands within the 
proposed area. 


The petition shall describe th e pro­ 
posed boundaries, state the num ber of 
inhabitants therein, and shall have at­ 
tached to it the affidavit of three 
property ow ners th at th e signatures 
are genuine. 
Such petition shall be presented at 
a regular m eeting of th e board of 
supervisors.
